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MAGIC (Machine Aided 
Graphics for Illustration and 
Composition) is an interactive 
computer graphics software 
package used for the prepa- 
ration, editing, production, 
and storage of line pictorials, 
diagrams and other technical 
documentation. 
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The MAGIC documentation 


support system is a unique com- 
puter graphics application for 
use in the generation of techni- 
cal documentation in a pro- 
duction-type environment. 
Through the use of a lightpen, 
keyboard, and push buttons, a 
user constructs a “picture” of 
the desired documentation on 
a cathode ray tube. Five soft- 
ware generated font styles, 
ranging in size from six to four- 
teen point, and a block font 
which has no size limitation, are 
supported. A text handling 
capability, either entered from 
the keyboard or prepared off- 
line and “streamed” from a 
peripheral device, is also 
provided. 

Software is available for two 
different system configurations. 
The first, called the “stand- 
alone” configuration, consists 
of a DEC PDP-15 minicomputer,

associated peripherals, anda 
Graphic-2 Illustrator Terminal. 
The interactive software required 
to execute in this mode, and 
additional post-processing soft- 
ware for microfilm records are 
provided. 

The second system config- 
uration is known as the “com- 
plete data management sys- 
tem" In this configuration, up to 
eleven stand-alone terminals 
operate on-line through a DEC 
PDP 11/40 to a DECsystem-10 
which acts as the data man- 
agement computer. The com- 
munications software and the 
DECsystem-10 data manage- 
ment software required to exe- 
cute in this mode, and an auxil- 
iary cross assembler for the 
PDP-15 which executes on the 
DECsystem-40, are all provided.
